Law and order must he re- 
stored and lawlessness punished, no 
matter who is to blauie. I still believe 
that much »;ood would come from an 
Impartial Investigation, as proposed in 
my resolution before the lower house 
for n congressional inquiry." 


Twenty-live people testified at the 


coroner's inquest, and two said that 
the man who cried fire wore a Citi- 
zens' nlliaur-« pin. One woman testi- 
fied that when the cry "Fire!" was 
given she stood before the man who
